THE AUTOMOBILE TAX. 


The Georgia legislature has before it the 
question of proper and ‘effective disposition 
of the automobile special tax, amounting to 
more than $100,000 annually, and placing it 
where it will do the most good. 

There is no question, nor has there been 
any under the administration of the present 
law, that under the law as it now is, the 
money is being practically frittered away. 
Under the prevailing program of distribu- 
tion, it is not accomplishing anything sub- 
stantial or definite in the direction of last- 
ing results for anyone. 

One of the best purposes to which this 
fund could be put is in the establishment 
of a state highway commission and fürnish- 
ing it with a substantial working basis, to 
the end that a great road system might 
ultimately be built up in the state. 

Representative Olive, of Richmond, now 
comes forward with the suggestion that this 
fund, after the payment of administrative 
expenses, should be devoted to the purchase 
of free school books for the use of the chil- 
dren of the common schools of the state, 
beginning with the lower grades and going 
upward just as far as the fund itself will 
go, with the ultimate idea of supplementing 
it and providing free school books, when the 
state is able, for the entire school system. 

Here is a proposal that is well worth the 
careful thought and study of the legislature. 
Representative Olive, himself an earnest 
advocate of the state highway commission, 
has always believed in the state’s duty to 
make provision through an organization of 
this sort for systematic road improvement. 
But he has made a careful study of the 
situation as it now presents itself, and is 
of the belief that this legislation is imprac- 
ticable at this time. 

He believes that under the present plan 
the money is being frittered away without 
the achievement of adequate or permanent 
result. If the state highway commission 
cannot be secured now, there are at least 
other equally worthy purposes to which the 


kund may be devoted with the hope of ac-. 


complishing some definite and lasting good. 

It is a foregone conclusion that, sooner 
or later, compulsory education in Georgia 
will. be an accomplished fact. It may come 
next summer; in any event it is not far off, 
and free school books and compulsory edu- 
cation are two state policies that naturally 
go hand in hand. Many other of the most 
progressive states of the union have al- 
ready adopted both these policies, and it is 
a noteworthy fact that none of them have 
ever yet taken the back track: 

The Constitution is convinced that Geor- 
gia, very shortly, is going to do both thése 
things. An opportunity appears in Mr. 
Olive’s suggestion for putting the free school 


‘book plan into active practice and upon a 
Scale that will mean definite attainment. 


It is well worthy of the serious considera- 
tion of the legislature. 


CONSTITUTION MAKING. © 
Judging from the result of the recent 


election in New York, constitution-making 
appears to be a lost art. Our ancestors, 


Regardless of the fact that it was a re- 
publican-made document, the proposed New 


‘the public interest: If it did no more than 


eliminate the famous and, often, infamous, 
boss ‘system in New York politics, as it 
promised to do, it was well worth the ex- 
periment. Many .voters thought, in this 
respect, it placed too much power in the 
hands of the governor. 

But it didn’t get by. 
teresting evidence of the fact that about the 
most difficult thing to put over these days is 
a new constitution. 

It is also further evidence of the fact 
that about the only way in which to better 
an antiquated constitution just now is by 
particular and specific amendment. Give 
the voters one definite subject in an amend- 
ment to the constitution, in which it is ap- 
parent that good is to be accomplished, and 
they will generally indorse it. 

But where a whole new fundamental 
document is placed before them and the 
politicians have every opportunity they want 
to muddle them by conflicting report as to 
the objects sought to be accomplished, it is 
almost two to one the new document will 
be defeated. 

Georgia has successfully used the amend- 
ment system for nearly forty years. It is 
probable it will continue to use it for as 
many years to come. The discarding of an 
entire constitution and adoption of a new 
one is akin to revolution, and it is a revolu- 
tion of the sort that is very difficult to 
bring about. 


THE GOVERNMENT BUNCOED. 

Noted for its enforcement of its own 
laws and a system of finance which accounts 
for the ultimate penny through whatever de- 
partment expended, the United States gov- 
ernment has permitted itself to be unmerci- 
fully buncoed by hundreds of persons, citi- 
zens of this country, who were in Europe 
when war was declared, and who managed 
to get back home upon money advanced 
them from the federal treasury. 

Receipts were taken in every case, and 
it was clearly understood that those who 
were able to do it were to pay back the 
money furnished them to meet the expenses 
of their return trip. And yet there are some 
thousands among them who have. ignored 
every request for a refund or have met with 
refusal the just claims of the government to 
the repayment of this loan. 

The Springfield Republican thus deplores 
the fact that there are such welchers“ 
among New Englanders: 


It is not pleasant reading that more 
than 200 New Englanders who borrowed 
money from the United States govern- 
ment through our consuls in Europe dur- 
ing the troublous times following the out- 
break of war there, have failed to make 
good such loans. Nor is it to our credit . 
that persons of foreign birth have been 
more prompt in their payments than na- 
tive Americans. The delinquents are to 
be prosecuted in behalf of the federal 
treasury, as they ought to be. Such 
legal action will serve to N out any 
good reasons, if such there be, for failing 
to recognize this debt of a peculiarly 
san ding sort. The facts as they stand

Kiffin Rockwell, formerly an adver- 
tising agent of this city, just out of a hos- 
pital, where he was treated for several weeks 
for a wound in his side sustained in battle, 


is training for an aviator, and soon will see 


active service as a member of France's air- 
fighting force. He is making two flights a 
day now, and has been advised that within 
a few days he may enter active service to 
become a target for German marksmen. 

Paul Rockwell is no longer eligible for 
service by reason of a dislocated shoulder 
and a weakened physical condition brought 
on by severe exposure during the campaign 
of last winter. In the trenches he was forced 
to undergo many hardships and his break- 
down was complete. The heavy knapsack 
which he wag forced to carry strapped to his 
left shoulder caused the dislocation, and it 
was soon after he entered the hospital to 
received treatment for the injury that he 
suffered the breakdown from exposure. Upon 
his discharge from the hospital he went to 
Paris to undergo an examination for re- 
entrance to the army, and it was there that 
he learned that he can fight no longer. His 
condition has improved greatly during the 
several months of recuperation, and he writes 
Atlanta friends that he “never felt better.” 
However, French army physicians are un- 
willing to send him back to the trenches, and 
the remainder of his time will be spent in 
idleness as long as the war lasts. 

As a member of the French Legion, Kiffin 
Rockwell fell on the battlefield when al- 
most every member of his regiment was lost. 
Bleeding profusely for several hours and 
without proper medical attention for several 
days, he bound his wounds with bandages 
torn from the shirt of a dead comrade, and 
was unconscious when found by members of 
the Red Cross. For several weeks his con- 
dition was regarded as grave, although he 
finally recovered and was preparing to re- 
sume his service, when, through influentia! 
connections in Paris, he was able to gét a 
place in the aviation corps. His letters car- 
ry the information that he is delighted with 
the work, and expects tq enjoy the hazardous 
duties which he will perform as an aviator. 

Messrs. Rockwell are the sons of Dr. Loula 
A. Rockwell, of Asheville, N. C., and came 
to Atlanta from that city, They had been 
here some time when war was declared, and 
left Atlanta for New Work, where they took 
a boat for Europe. They entered the war, ac- 
cording to Paul Rockwell, “for the experience 
and excitement of fighting in big battles.”

ANOTHER WAR HEROINE. 
(From The New York Times.) 

Though the Trentini have shown them- 
selves seemingly ungrateful toward Italiy 
and the task of redemption she has under- 
taken, blood is thicker than water, and the 
national spirit still burns brightly. The one 
heroine of the Italian war is a young girl of 
Ala. From the terrace of her home, situated 
amid the vineyards high above the valley of 
the Adige, and dominating the Austrian posi- 
tlons in front of Ala, Maria Abriani watched 
the battle that was raging for the possession 
of the town. The Austrians weré firmly in- 
trenched and had succeeded in checking the 
attack. She quickly realized the advantage 
that would be gained if the Italians could 
fire down on the foe from her terrace. 

Heedless of the bursting shrapnel and 
whirring bullets, she succeeded in making 
her way through the vineyard to the Italian 
lines. A brief parley ensued. She readily 
persuaded the commander of her sincerity; 
he detached a company of dersaglieri to 
follow her. By devious paths she led the 
way safely to her home, unnoticed by the 
Austrians. Going to the edge of the terrace, 
she indicated to the officer in charge the 
Austrian positions. Then suddenly from the 
terrace 100 rifles spoke and began pouring 
an incessant leaden hail on the Austrians 
intrenched in the valley below. The latter 
replied and the terrace became the scene of 
a bloody action. Soon the Austrian position 
became untenable; they were forced to aban- 
don it and fled in confusion. A few hours 
later the Italians were masters of the city. 
In reeognition of her services she has re- 
ceived the medal of valor in action and is 
the only woman so honored by Italy in this 
war. 

Today the Italian flag flies from every 
house in Ala: Yet I found that it is difficult 
for the Trentini to forget that once before 
Italian flags flew over many housetops in 
the Trentino; once before the Italians, under 
Garibaldi, in 1866, stood on the heights over- 
looking Trent. Then the population exult- 
antly welcomed the Italian liberators. The 
sequel is well known. For political reasons 


Italy was obliged to throw away the fruits of 


her victories. The Trentino was abandoned 


to its fate, 


SALMON IN THE ATLANTIC. 
(From The Indianapolis Star.) 

Numerous reports have been received by 
the bureau of fisheries confirming early in- 
dications that a run of hump-backed salmon 
har been established on the coast of Maine. 
The fish that have been observed are the 
first results of plants made in February, 
1914. The humpback salmon is a rapid 
grower, and attains full maturity in two 
years. For this reason, and because of its 
high value as a food fish when taken in salt 
water, or when fresh run from the sea, the 
bureau selected this species for introduction 
into selected New England streams. Many 
fish weighing five to seven and one-half 
pounds have been taken or seen in Penob- 
scot river, Maine, and twenty were captured 
alive by agents of the bureau near Bangor 
and held in an effort to obtain ripe eggs. 
From two of these fish 3,000 eggs were 
taken on September 6, and, after fertiliza- 
tion, sent to the Craig brook hatchery for in- 
cubation. Accounts of the appearance of 
this new fish in various minor rivers. have 
come in, and in the Dennys river there was 
a noteworthy run, which began as early as 
August 15, and was continuing as late as 
September 24. The local fishermen caught 
and ate large numbers, and during the week 
of September 20 an employee of the Green 
Lake hatchery took fifteen fish (eight males 
and seven females) which had passed 
through the fishways in dams in Dennys 
river and were dropping downstream in a 
spent condition; at the same time both live 
and dead fish were observed below the dams.

populer musicians, was smiling and joking 


to the very last, when death came to him 
Saturday night. 

He was one of the most enviable spirits 
in Atlanta’s musician colony. He loved flow- 
ers and song and children. 
“good fellow,” and a sure cure for melancholy, 
Friends gathered around his bedside a few 
days before his death, but he gave them 
more cheer than they sought to bring. 

It had frequently been his jovial wish 
that his funeral, whenever it came, be held 
with a brass band concert and a procession. 
So they gave all his heart could wish, that 
solemn, impressive pageant that slowly 
coursed it way through Peachtree and White- 
hall streets Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

To the dirge-like strains of Chopin's Sol- 
emn funeral march, and to the beat of muf- 
fled drums, twenty uniformed musicians 
marched at the head of an honorary escort of 
civilian-clothed musicians on foot ahead of 
the hearse that bore his body to West View. 

A mass of flowers shone through the win- 
dows of the hearse, and so numerous were 
the floral tributes that many of them had 
to be carried in the extra conveyances. Hun- 
dreds of downtown pedestrians crowded to 
the crub to behold the solemn march. And 
many of those who knew whose body lay in 
the casket, bowed their heads in respect and 
sorrow. 

Dr. C. B. Wilmer read from his burial 
theme: “Eat, and drink, and sing, for to- 
morrow you die.” The ceremonies were 
held in Greenberg & Bond undertaking es- 
tablishment, attended by a crowd that filled 
the chapel.

Man, not Man for the Sabbath,” “The 
People Never Give up Liberty Save 
Under Some IIlusion,“ The Remedy— 
the Referendum,” “Fanatical Frenzy 
is the Parent of the Blue Laws.“ 
The downtown streets, .usually de- 
serted on Sunday, were packed with 
spectators. Mayor Thompson refused 
to comment on the parade, which he 
said he did not see, or its significance. 
The police furnished the usual escort 
and protection given parades after As- 
sistant Superintendent of Police 
Schuettler had been furnished by A. J. 
Cermak, secretary of the _ societies, 
with a statement that the parade was 
to be an expression in favor of home 
rule, and not a demonstration against 
the enforcement of the laws. 
Anti-saloon leaders conceded the 
demonstration had brought out an un- 
usual crowd, but attributed it to the 
fact that the galoons were closed, de- 
claring it was the first time such a 
demonstration had been undertaken 
without the competition of the saloons.
